Home Sunday afternoon at 4:30,

ducting the rites, and the body 
was shipped to Bartlesville, Okla., 
at 5:20 Monday morning for inter- 
ment late Monday or early Tues- 
day. 


He was survived by his wife, two 


children, and other relatives. 


Bugh died about 4:15 
Sunday 


morning in a Mexia hospital as a 
result of injuries received when 
his airplane, a Temple monoplane 
with an OX-5 motor, crashed near 
the Mexia flying ijeld about 
5 


o'clock Saturday afternoon on an 
attempted take-off. 


According to reports 
received 


from Mexia, the plane had reached 
a height of about 150 feet when 
the motor "cut out," 
and the pi- 


lot attempted to return to the fly- 
ing field, which he had just left, 
banking the ship "down" wind, 
the plane falling into a flatspln 
and crashing about 300 yards away 
from the 
flying field. 
He was 


alone in the ship. 


Death was caused by a basal 


fracture of the skull, and the pilot 
also sustained serlw.s internai in- 
juries and a fractured leg In the 
crash. 


The plane was badly wrecked 


and after an investigation of the 
crash by a U. S. department of 
commerce representative -Sunday, 
the motor and other usable por- 
tions of the plane were salvaged 
and the remainder of the

Bugh was well known in oil cir- 


cles, and as a pilot, having owned 
his own ship for several years, and 
had resided in Corsicana for a 
number of years.

DISCUSSED BY CHAIRMAN OF 
HOOVER ENFORCEMENT BODY 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 13.—(jf) 


—The American Prison association 
conference here today had before 
it a suggestion 
from George W. 


Wickersham, chairman 
of Presi- 


dent Hoover's 
law 
enforcement 


commission that "a careful inquiry 
into the results of flogging as a 
punishment may well be made to 
determine the desirability of em- 
ploying it in the war against ban- 
ditry and racketeers." 


"Flogging by birch or by 'the 


cat' " was discussed by Mr. Wick- 
ersham in an address which he 
had written but which was read to 
the conference in his absence, by 
E. R. Cass, New York, general 
chairman of the association. 


Mr. Wickersham 
saw a state 


of actual warfare in the United 
States between organized society 
and "rebels against its authority." 
Modern crime, he said, was con- 
ducted by "fearless men" whose 
spectacular methods were superior 
to the defense of the police forces. 


"We pride ourselves upon the 
successes 
of 
democracy," 
Mr. 


Wickersham said. 
"Yet crime is 
rampant and every daily newspa- 
per spreads before us tales of in- 
creasing lawles£ness." 
"Very slowly we are coming to 


realize." 
he added, "that 
some- 
thing more than legislative fiat is 
necessary to make good citizens: 
That all the threatened 
punish- 


ments legislative imagination can 
devise will not compel rebellious 
h'tmon natures to abide by rules 
of conduct that run counter to 
their wishes, their 
tastes, their 


needs, or their prejudices. Some- 
thing more is necessary." 


Quoting an 
old Greek saying 
that "It is more important to form 
good habits than to frame good 
laws," Mr. Wickersham said pre- 
vention through education of the 
young and enlightened 
treatment 


of the young is the best remedy 
against crime. 
Everywhere throughout the land 


there are deep stirrings of dis- 
satisfaction 
with 
existing condi- 
tions." he said, "with the laws 
and ther administration, and with 
the pr&fcribed method* nf dealing 
with those found to have violated 
them." 


"There 
Is no 
doubt 
thnt 
the 
great volume and constantly wid- 
ening: categories of legislative pro- 
hibition, with attendant penalties 
for their disregard, tends to cre- 
nte a contempt for law."

DECLINE AND AID RECOVERY 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 13.—(/P)— 
Patterning after their meeting of 
four years ago which resulted in 
an upward trend in the price of 
cotton with a big crop on hand, 
the American Shippers association

BELIEVED FATE OF GIANT 


ANIMAL LIFE OF FORMER 


AGES EXPLAINED BY FIND 


By HOWARD W. BLAKESI/EE 
(Associated Press Science Editor.) 


PRINCETON, N. J., Oct. 13.—(/P) 


—A tell-tale little tooth discovered 
near some dinosaur egg shells in 
Montana gives an insight Into the 
possible fate of the earth's largest 
race of animals, the extinct dino- 
saurs. 


Discovery of the eggs, the first 


found on this contingent, and of 
the tooth nearby, was announced 
today by Dr. Glenn 
L. 
Jepaen, 


head of the Scott Fund Expedition 
of Princeton University. 
They 


were found near Red Lodge in 
Southern Montana last summer. 


The tooth was In the same geo- 


logic formation with tho nearby 
egg shells, an Indication, said Dr. 
Jepsen, that its owner may have 
been more or less contemporaner- 
ous with dinosaurs. 


The unusual and Important as- 


pect of this, he said, is that the 
tooth owner was a mammal, an 
animal type usually credited to a 
period supposed to have developed 
after the dinosaurs became extinct. 


This Montana mammal was com- 


paritively small, a new mammal 
type, probably belonging to the 
Marsupiala. 
This Is one of 
the 


lowest "orders of present day ani- 
mals, to which belong kangaroos, 
o'possums, wombats 
and 
bandi- 


coots. 


The presence 
of the mammal 


tooth so near the dinosaur eggs 
suggests that the unexplained ca- 
tastrophe which wiped out the din- 
osaurs about 75 million years ago 
may have been collision with the 
superior mammalian intelligence. 


Though the 
biggest dinosaurs 


were 80 feet long, the little Mon- 
tana mammal would need only to 
know how to steal 
and eat 
th^ 


og<*s to win the race for existence. 


The eggs are 
fragments, 
not 


more than an inch in diameter, 


and nearly one-eighth of an inch 
thick. They are black, rough and 
pitted. Dr. Jepsen said the shells 
o[ which they are pieces, 
may 


have been larger than those of the 
first dinosaur eggs ever 
found, 


which Roy Chapman Andrews of 
the American Museum of 'Natural 
History obtained in Mongolia. The 
Mongolian eggs were 
somewhat 


under a foot long, reddish-brown 
and estimated at f)5 million years 
old. 


The Montana eggs probably are 


younger, said Dr. Jepsen, hut still 
are millions of years 
old. 
The 


Princeton expedition plans to re- 
turn at some future date to search 
for complete eggs. 


Recent 
finding 
of 
dinosaur 


bones and tracks 
indicate 
that 


these reptiles once spread over a 
large part of the United States. 
These traces have been found in 
Colorado, New 
Mexico, 
Arizona, 


Connecticut, Texas and New Jer- 
sey.

passenger fares, or the discontinu- 
ance of three trains' between Big 
Spring and Fort Worth were pre- 
sented the state railway commis- 
sion today at a hearing on the 
application of the Texas and Pa- 
cific railroad to slash fares on 
the trains. 
Frank Jensen, general passenger 


agent, testified that passenger re- 
venues on the division were far 
below 
actual 
operating 
costs, 


which did not 
include cost of 


maintenance, 
traffic 
regulations, 


etc., 
and that he presumed that 


if the effort.at reduqtlon in rates 
failed to bring In rinore passeng- 
ers, the railroad would have to 
ask to discontinue the trains. 


The reduction asked was to two 
cents a mile, as" compared with 
8.6 cents a mile now charged by 
railroads 
and 
approximately 2.8 
cents per mile, the-bus charge. 
, The reduction 
asked, 
Jensen 


said, .was an experiment by the 
railroad to. determine whether the 
much lower rate would impel po- 
tential passengers to ride on the 
trains rather than fci private au- 
tomobiles' and busses. 
He said 


that most of the reduced revenue 
was attributed to operation of pri- 
vate 
automobiles 
rather 
than 


busses, 'although the per mile cost 
of operating cars was greater than 
the rate charged by railroads. 


Would Continue to Dec. 31. 
The application would make the 


rates applicable until December 31, 
1930, with an "Indefinite continu- 
ance" after that date if the ex- 
periment 
Jncresased 
passenger 


revenues. 


Railroads have suffered a steady 


decline in passenger traffic for ten 
years, he said. The Texas and Pa- 
cific, he said, hoped to continue 
running the three trains—all, coach 
day trains—in order that express 
and mail might be delivered along 
the route, but It might be found 
expedient to discontinue them.

He pointed out that a* person 
buying a ticket through from Dal- 
las to Big Spring would pay 3.6 
cents per mile/ while riding on 
the same car from Fort Worth to 
Big; Spring other passengers would 
be paying only two cents per mile;

the rate would be 3.6 per mile', 
thus creating a-discrimination be- 
tween territories; and that other 
railroads traveling over compar- 
able routes and distances would 
be paying the higher rate.

bulletin published 


by the Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co. 
The publica- 


tion of this figure, which is 
almost as large as the num- 
ber killed by automobiles, 
destroys the common com- 
forting belief that the home 
at 
least is comparatively 


safe from the hazards of 
this machine age, and wak- 
ens the realization that the 
women in domestic service 
—probably 
2,500,000 . in 


number-*—and the estimated 
23,000,000 housewives may 
be exposed to accident haz- 
ards as well as the factory 
•worker, the Women's Bu- 
reau of the United States 
Department of Labor points 
out. 
"* 


The work of the Wom- 


en's 
Bureau 
includes the 


maintaining of health and 
safety standards for women 
wage-earners. 
Because the 


proportion of industrial ac- 
cidents to the men and wo- 
men engaged in industry is 
so much greater than the 
proportion 
of home 
acci- 


dents to the total number of 
;jnen, women and children 
daily in the home and he- 
cause industrial 
casualties 


are so much more spectacu- 
jar, the necessity of thsu« 
prevention 
has compelled 


greater and earlier atten- 
tion . 


That 24,000 fatalities oc- 


curred inside the home last 
year 
indicates, 
however, 
that here, too, real dangers 
exist, and that State laws 
providing for accident pre- 
vention and the compensa- 
tion of injured employees 
should not overlook the do- 
mestic worker. 
Today of 


44 States with workmen's 
compensation laws, only one 
—New Jersey — 
provides 


that compensation be paid 
to an injured d o m e s t i c 
worker. 


The Women's Bureau be- 


lieves that the facts publish- 
ed by the Metropolitan Life 
Insurance Co. will call -at- 
tention to the need of the 
domestic worker 
for 
the 


protection of the State Com- 
pensation Laws and will fur- 
thermore make every wom- 
an realize that the lives of 
herself, her family, and her 
domestic employees are en- 
dangered unless intelligent 
care is taken in the use of 
household equipment. While 
the wo,man worker is often 
not responsible for the ac- 
cident hazards in industry 
every housewife, in her own 
home, is responsible for the 
proper care in accident pre- 
vention 
which will make 


hers a "home that is safe." 
Though 
they 
are not so 


formidable as a power ma- 
'chine or a street bus cakes 
of soap, step-ladders, rugs, 
bath tubs, and gas stoves 
may prove as deadly. 


More than , one-third of 


home accidents are caused 
by falls and more than one- 
half of the falls are met by 
elderly persons. 
The bul- 


letin states "A large num- 
ber of falls come about for 
want of a good steady step- 
ladder. A chair or a box is 
a dangerous substitute for 
a good ladder. The number 
of falls is increased, too, by 
poorly lighted 
stairs and 


lalhvays, by stair carpeting) 
that is not securely fasten- 
ed down, -and by slippery 
floors with skidding rugs. A 
child's building block or toy 
engine seems an 
innocent 


thing, but toys 
or other 


small articles left on the 
floor or stairs where one 
may stumble over them, of- 
ten cause 
serious injuries.

Mrs. M. writes: I should appre- 


ciate very much an article on the 
discipline 
of 
babies 
from

months to three years old. Should 
they 
be made to stop 
crying? 


Please give me at least a para- 
graph on punishment by whipping. 
I have in mind parents who are 
frightened about the present ex- 
cesses of young pre-adults, and 
who think they must exact per- 
fect obedience from little babies. 
If a year old baby does not stop 
crying after being whipped, some 
parents think they must keep up 
the whipping at intervale, even 
for two or three hours at a time. 
'I shall be thankful beyond words 
to be instructed. 


Answer: Discipline is an essen- 


tial element in a baby's welfare, 
even in the first few months. But 


one point that takes pre- 
of discipline: First make 


sure as to why the baby cries. 
There are many possible expla- 
nations, and some of them may 
be physical. 
Here is a chance illustration: I 


found a five-months-old baby yell- 
ing lustily in his crib, and turned 
to the nurse for an explanation. 
Rather spiritedly the nurse spoke 
up: "He is warm and he is dry 
and he is full, doctor; he just 
wants to be taken up," I thought I 
saw something else in his expres-

Maybe you know what happened.

But remember that if his 
persistence gets an occasional re- 
ward, he is likely to keen up the 
crying, just as your disastrous lik- 
ing for bargain hunting Is en- 
couraged by an occasional small 
success.

ishment, actually contributes the 
chief factor in the child's upset.
